in great want of Naval Stores for the Uſe of the Royal Navy, ſince Her 
Majeſty wrote ſo preſſingly to the King of Sweeden, to give Directions 
that She might be ſupply'd with a quantity ſufficient for one Year; and 
that afterwards the Colledge of the Pitch .and Tarr Trade at Stock- 
bolm ſhould have time for Deliberation whether they thought fit to gra- 
tify the Queen therein or not: Whereupon the {aid Colledge, repre- 
ſented to the King, that it was a great Grievance, to oblige them to 
deliver at Stockholm any Pitch or Tarr for the Engliſh Navy ; ſince they 
could, to much more Advantage carry it thither i. e. into England, and 
ſell it themſelves, where Her Majeſty might be ſupply'd therewith at the 
Market Price. Thus, iy His Excellency, I take to be all Her Majeſty 
hath to truſt to on that fide. Then he proceeds, ſaying, chat he cannot 
conceive, that Her Majeſty can with any certainty be ſupply d otherwiſe 
than by buying Pitch and Tarr of thoſe Directors at ſuch Prices as they 
will 10 it for in England; After having ſaid a great deal more to the 
{ame Purpoſe, he concltides his Letter in theſe Words: What Difficulties 


there are in making and bringing it, i. e. (Pitch and Tarr ) from New-Eng-

latins ſhould repay Her in Naval Stores: Her Majeſty gave Directions to 
the Attorney General to draw up Articles of Agreement, which he did, 
and thereby the Palatins are bound to apply themſelves upon the Manufa-

of 10000 J. for the Purchaſe of Lands, for ſettling and ſubliſting thoſe 
People fince their arrival in une 1710. to the middle of March 171 
which are 21 Months, an Eſtimate whereof cannot now be given, but the 
Sum that ſhall be requiſit for compleating that Settlement and ſetting that 
Manufacture upon a good Foot, may be ſeen from the Guvernour's Let- +

As to the neceſlity of encouraging that Manufacture in the Plantations, 
there needs no more to be {aid than that they cannot now make any conſi- 
derable returns here, that will come to better Market than Naval Stores if 
duly encou and for want thereof, they are ſupply d with our Ma- 
nufacture at ſo extravagant Rates, that they are obliged to work up their 
own Wool and Flax for Cloathing themſelves, for want of means to pur- 
chaſe our Woollen-Stuffs, Linnen, and other Neceſſaries. . 
To conclude, if Great Britain will make it ſelf independent of the Swee- 
diſh Crown, and Pitch and Tarr Company for thoſe Species, without which 
the Royal Navy and whole Navigation would become uſeleſs ; there is no 


M0 other Way, than that of improving the Opportunity, which God hath put 


into 


into our Hands of ſecuring to ourſelves a Sufficiency thereof, and of all 
( other Stores from our own Plantations, the rather becauſe it will coſt us no- 
thing, and that this may prove the moſt effectual Means to divert the In- 
habitants of thoſe Provinces from the Woollen Manufactures, as doubtleſs 
is will, when by the encreaſe of our Navigation thither, we may afford 
them our Manufactures cheaper than they can make them themſelves.
